‘The repudiation of arbitration by the brotherhood 
leaders is a blow at organized labor. The prompt 
eurrender to their threat by the president of the 
‘United States is a blow at the social peace and 
economic welfare of the whole country. The prob- 
lem involved in the railroad controversy is too com- 
plex and too important to the whole country to be 
determined in a few hours’ consideration by any one 
lacking special knowledge. It is not a problem 
which can be settled right by force, and unless it is 
settled right it is not settled at all. : 

The whole American people should unite in a pro- 
test against the repudiation of arbitration in this 
case, which affects the whole people, and union labor 
itself should be foremost in the appeal to a minority 
which is now abusing its power and setting a prece- 
dent to ruthless capital. 7 

If the American democracy is efficient, ff it is 
capable of discerning its own interest in orderly 
progress, it will stand out against the evil of or 
ganized force in the hands of either labor or capital. 
Our hope of continued prosperity and of a steadily 
broadening democracy is through a determined sup- 
port of peaceful adjudication of industrial differ 
ences. That is possible in the United States. Men 
who deny it insult the American people. If arbitra- 
tion has been defective, it is not as defective as 
force, and it can be corrected with experience. In 
this case there is no urgency of sweated labor. There 
is every reason to be sure a fair adjudication will 
be had. To refuse to accept it and to resort to a 
strike, which will cost millions to the people and 


peaceful adjudication of industrial disputes, is a 
crime against labor and aga‘nst the nation. 

The men who are responsible for the present crisis, 
and they now include the president, have heavier re- 
sponsibilities than any borne by men in their situa- 
tion for many years. But the public, too, has its

NOSIS. 

T= diagnosis of infantile paralysis 

is not always easy. Lovett says: 

The diagnosis of infantile paraly- 

sis is rarely made before the ap- 

pearance of the paralysis, and a 

surprisingly large number of cases are 

wrongly diagnosed at this early period 

even when seen in the midst of an epi- 
demic.” 

But not all the cases ever show any 
paralysis. Perhaps the proportion of 
cases not showing paralysis is as high as 
one-half. It is just these mild cases 
which, not being recognized as infantile 
paralysis, make control of the dinease se 
dificult. 

When infantile paralysis is around phy- 
sicians should regard with suspicion all 
cases of fever and bowel trouble, espe- 
cially if there is a good deal of pain in 
the back, neck, legs, and arms. They 
should test the strength of the various 
muscles at every visit. But in many cases 


of muscles, and, to make matters worse, 
the loss of muscular power may not last 
for more than a day or two. Since for 


| diagnostic purposes it is so important 


that paralysis when ‘present should be 
discovered, and since the paralysis may 
be so slight or so transient as to escape 
ordinary examination, it is plain that 
some improved method of testing muscles 
for paralysis was needed. 

Dr. Lovett responded to this need by 
devising a set of balances for testing the 
strength of muscles. The apparatus con- 
sists of four spring balance scales, 1 to 4 
pounds, graded in ounces; 1 to 30 pounds, 
1 to 50 pounds, and 1 to 100 pounds. About 
six pieces of simple apparatus are re- 
quired. 

The method of testing the strength of 
each group of muscles is explained in 
Lovett's Treatment of Infantile Paraly- 
sis” and also in the Journal of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, March 4, 1914

The anomaly 
of this is apparent when it is pointed 
out that the cabinet minister in ques- 
tion, Mr. Henry B. Duke, who is a 
Unionist, is officially entitled “the 
chief secretary to the lord lleutenant of 
Ireland.“ that is to say, the viceroy. 
Therefore Lord Wimborne, who is a 
Liberal and gets emoluments amounting 
in salary and allowances to near $250,- 
000 a year, will be, according to the 
dictum of the premier, under the orders 
of his 620,000 per annum secretary. 
Meanwhile Ireland remains under the 
control of the commander in Chief of 
the military forces in Ireland, Gen. Sir 
John Maxwell; and the question now 
arises as to whether the authority of 
Sir John will not be superior to that of 
Chief Secretary Duke, in which case 
the rank and office of viceroy are more 
reduced than ever to impotency and in- 
significance. ; i
